The Prisma plant at Moscow produces photo-cathodes, magnet lenses (sic),

The »lant is equipned axe 
clusively with German machinery and ewoloys rome 500 specialized workers, 
a number of whom are German engineers whom the Soviets recruited in 
Saxony.

The Zeiss factory at Krasnogorsk, near moscow, is working exclusively
